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SBHS  relocates  to  new  home 

BRENTWOOD,  Tenn.  (BP) 


There  is  good  news  for  all 
BapHst  historians  —  amateurs  and  professionals.  The  Southern 
Baptist  Historical  SiKiety’  (SBHS)  is  alive  and  functioning  —  at  a 
new  location,  with  a  new  address  and  a  new  executive  director. 

The  SBHS  is  now  located  in  the  Baptist  Center  of  the 
Tennessee  Baptist  Convention  in  Brentwood  outside  Nashville, 
in  a  permanent  situation.  It  was  previously  located  at 
Oklahoma  Baptist  University  in  Shawnee. 

Executive  Director  Charles  Deweese  said  membership  num¬ 
bers  about  1,100  and  is  growing.  The  society  will  provide  peri¬ 
odic  updates,  as  well  as  other  news  of  the  organization.  For

Pastor  Search 

All  across  our  state  there  arc 
churches  without  pastors.  God 
designed  the  churen  to  be  a  peo¬ 
ple  of  God  on  mission  for  him 
under  the  loving  hand  and 
leadership  of  a  pastor;  yet, 
many  of  our  churches  are  with¬ 
out  pastors.  Recently  I  was  in 
one  association  where  14 
churches  were  pastorless.  1  was 
asked  recently  if  it  is  true  that 
we  have  more  churches  without 

fastors  than  ever  in  our  history. 

do  not  know  if  that  is  true  or 
not  because  there  are  actually 
no  records,  past  or  present,  that 
would  reveal  such  information. 

This  I  do  know  —  we  have  a 
huge  number  of  churches  look¬ 
ing  for  a  pastor,  and  this  is  not 
just  in  Mississippi.  Many  states 
are  experiencing  the  same  thing 
if  the  calls  I  receive,  from 
churches  outside  our  state  ask¬ 
ing  about  some  of  our  in-state 
pastors,  are  any  indication. 

What  has  created  this  condi¬ 
tion?  Is  there  a  shortage  of  pas¬ 
tors?  Possibly.  Are  churches 
overly  demanding,  even 
"picky"  and  unwilling  to  settle 
for  anything  less  than  a  spectac¬ 
ular  leader?  Possibly.  Do 
preachers  have  an  overbkiwn 
sense  of  importance  and  are 
they  unwilling  to  go  ser\'e  some 
places?  Possibly.  Whatever  the 
ca.se,  in  this  atmosphere  where 
churches  am  searching  for  pas¬ 
tors  —  and  some  pastors  would 
like  to  go  to  another  place  of 
service  — some  things  need  to 
be  remembered: 

1.  Jesus  is  intensely  inter¬ 
ested  and  intimately  involved

in  the  pastor  selection  process. 
Jesus  is  the  Lord  of  the  church 
and  he  must  guide,  from  both 
directions,  in  the  process.  If  a 
pastor  tries  to  manipulate, 
maneuver,  or  weasel  his  way 
into  a  place  of  service,  he  is 
doing  so  to  his  own  detriment. 
Jesus  can  and  does  get  people 
where  he  needs  them  to  be.  A 
search  committee  -is  not  a  cor¬ 
porate,  religious  headhunter 
group  out  to  make  the  best 
aeal,  for  the  most  talented,  at 
the  lowest  price,  pastor  avail¬ 
able.  Neither  is  the  pastor  a 
well-packaged,  spiritual  CEO 
putting  his  gifts  on  the  market 
and  negotiating  for  the  best 
deal.  If  so,  both  will  fail. 

2.  God  is  responsive  to  peo¬ 
ple  who  truly  desire  his  guid¬ 
ance.  1  am  convinced  that  a  part 
of  the  pastor  search  hinges  on 
the  church  and  committee  com¬ 
ing  to  a  place  of  deep  desire 
before  God,  wanting  him  to 
intervene.  To  Israel,  God  lis¬ 
tened  when  they  cried  for  a 
leader  and  he  brought  Moses  on 
the  scene.  In  the  New 
Testament,  a  cry  came  from 
Macedonia  and  C.od  provided  a 
leader.  1  have  known  of  congre¬ 
gations  whi)  have  thought,  and 


some  who  have  actually  said, 
that  anybody  would  jump  at  the 
chance  to  come  and  be  their  pas¬ 
tor,  only  to  enter  into  the  search 
and  find  out  that  it  was  not  so.  It 
is  important  for  a  church  to 
experience  "coming  before 
God"  in  total  dependence  on 
him  to  provide  a  leader,  and 
when  they  do  they  experience 
what  only  God  can  provide. 

3.  I  believe  that  the  time 
without  a  pastor  can  be  a 
learning  experience  of  great 
importance.  It  is  not  unusual 
for  that  time  between  pastors  to 
be  a  special  interx  al  of  growth, 
testing,  learning,  and  renewing 
within  a  congregation.  How 
many  times  has  it  happened 
that  a  church  has  lost  its  pastor 
and  wondered  what  in  the 
world  they  would  do  only  to 
respond  to  say,  "We  have  got  to 
stick  together.  Many  of  us  who 
have  become  lax  and  ‘iinin- 
vohed  are  going  to  have  to 
take  hold  of  the  work  and  be 
responsible  for  things  that  we 
had  not  even  considered."  .At 
times,  in  retrospect,  they  begin 
to  realize  how  blessed  thev 
were  and  they  may  e\'en  brt>a  J- 
en  their  vision  realizing  how 
much  needs  to  be  done. 


Invariably  there  are  some  peo¬ 
ple  in  tbe  congregation  who 
come  to  a  new  level  of  under¬ 
standing  and  involvement  con¬ 
cerning-  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

4.  Finally,  there  are  the  sen¬ 
sitivity  and  integrity  issues 
that  must  be  maintained. 
Search  committees  need  to 
understand  that  their  inquiries 
and  investigations  can  be  dis¬ 
turbing  and  disruptive  to  a  pas¬ 
tor,  his  family,  and  his  church. 
That  may  be  a  part  of  the  land¬ 
scape  of  this  process  but  it 
should  be  kept  at  a  minimum. 
There  is  no  need  in  upsetting  25 
different  groups  when  you  are 
only  interested  in  one  man. 

At  the  same  time,  the  sensi¬ 
tivity  and  integrity  issues  apply 
to  pastors  w’ho  need  to  take 
care  as  they  deal  with  churches. 
Dealing  with  pastor  search 
committees  should  not  be  a 
source  of  "ego  boosting"  in 
order  to  flaunt  how  many  con¬ 
gregations  want  you  to  come 
anef  be  their  pastor.  There  are 
always  steps  in  the  process  of 
developing  a  relationship  with 
a  searen  committee  and  congre¬ 
gation,  and  unless  a  pastor  is 
serious  in  discerning  that  God 
is  guiding  him  in  that  direction, 
he  ought  to  halt  the  prcKess 
long  before  it  gets  into  the 
enlarged  public  arena. 

One  thing  is  for  certain  —  the 
Baptists'  pastor  search  effort  is 
varied,  spiritually  challenging, 
and  a  great  opportunity  for  tlie 
Lord  to  do  a  marvelous  work 
among  his  people. 

Let's  continue  to  seek  the 
Lord,  pray  for  one  another,  and 
move  forward.

Tullos:  good  writers  use  both  sides  of  brain 


NASHVILLE,  Term.  (BP)  —  Every  good 
writer  must  also  be  an  editor,  said  the  leader 
of  a  session  on  creative  writing  held  during 
the  LifeWay  Writers  Workshop,  Aug.  2-5,  at 
LifeWay  Christian  Resources  m  Nashville. 

Matt  Tullos,  multimedia  designer  in  the 
children's  Sunday  School  ministry  depart¬ 
ment  at  LifeWay,  said,  "There  are  two  peo¬ 
ple  inside  every  writer.  Oneof  these  is  the 
artist  (the  right  brain)  and  the  other  is  the 
editor  (the  left  brain)."  Good  writers  are 
able  to  use  both. 

Most  writers,  Tullos  said,  are  more 
inclined  toward  the  right  brain  than  the 
left.  While  this  enhances  creativity,  the  left 
brain  must  sometimes  step  in  and  edit 
what  the  right  brain  produces. 


Tullos,  whose  primary  area  of  writing  is 
drama,  advised  writers  to  keep  a  daily 
journal  that  chronicles  thoughts  and  feel¬ 
ings.  The  journal  then  can  become  a  prima¬ 
ry  source  of  ideas  for  articles  and  stories. 

The  four-day  writers'  workshop  included 
general  sessions  on  four  goals  of  Christian 
writing  —  spiritual  transformation,  inviting 
people  to  faith,  changing  worldviews,  and 
encouraging  Christian  sel■^^ce. 

These  four  areas  are  a  part  of  LifeWay 
strategic  plans  for  the  21st  century,  said 
Mike  Fink,  workshop  coordinator  and  cur¬ 
riculum  specialist  with  the  Southern 
Baptist  agency's  church  resources  division. 

Speaking  on  changing  worldviews,  Rick 
Edwards,  oirector  of  LifeWay's  adult  Sunday 


School  ministry  department,  said  good  writ- ' 
ing  must  be  relevant,  readable,  and  right. 

All  people  ask  three  basic  questions  about 
the  world,  Edwards  said.  Ail  people  want  to 
know  where  they  came  from,  where  they  fit 
in,  and  where  they  are  going.  To  influence  a 
person's  worldview,  he  said,  writers  must 
address  at  least  one  of  these  questions. 

"Everybody's  worldview  is  changing," 
Edwards  said.  "As  a  Christian  writer,  you 
have  the  opportunity  to  influence  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  change  and  the  rate  of  the  change," 
directing  pteple  to  a  biblical  worldview. 

Selective  conferences  focused  on  spe¬ 
cialized  writing  for  discipleship  materi¬ 
als,  Sunday  School  materials,  and  family 
magazines.

Nash:  Use  movies  to  reach  non-Christians 

GLORIETA,  N.M.  (BP) 


Y2K  disrupts  people's  lives, 
God's  mission  to  redeem  a  lost 
world  will  prevail,  thev  add. 

Tlie  board's  Y2K  Task  Force, 
led  by  jerrs  Burkett,  the  agency's 
Nice  president  for  global  inforrna- 
tion  systems,  is  developing  con- 
tingencN'  plans  to  help  missionar¬ 
ies  deal  with  Y2K  interruptions. 
Their  work  will  continue  beyond 
the  ^ring  of  2000. 

"The  Y2K  bug  is  a  man-made 
problem  that  can  be  overcome 
and  no  matter  how  significant  the 
bug  is  our  mission  will  prex’ail," 
Burkett  wrote  in  the  task 
force's  first  report  to  ^ 
IMB  administration 
and  trustees.  "If  we  / 
are  prepar'd  p)erson-  > 


outside  tne  U.S.  Four  mis¬ 
sion-critical  areas  ha\  e  been  identified:  phys¬ 
ical  needs,  banking  and  finance,  transporta¬ 
tion,  and  electronic  communication. 

Burkett  said  there  will  be  significant 
overseas  consequences  due  to  the  software 
bug.  Missionaries  must  do  their  best  to  stay 
informed  and  consider  reasonable  courses 
of  action  for  contingencies. 

"The  potential  Y2K  fallout  could  best 
be  compared  to  a  looming  hurricane," 
Burkett  said.  "There  is  no  need  to  panic, 
nor  is  there  anv  reason  not  to 
exercise  good  judgment  in 
L  preparation  for  some  unfore- 
seen  eventualities."

The  popular  movies  that  Hollywood  produces  can  be  used 
as  tools  to  reach  non-Christians  with  the  gospel,  according  to  a  speaker  at  Student 
Week,  Aug.  7-13,  at  Glorieta  (N.M.),  a  LifeWay  Conference  Center.  Jerry  Nash,  Baptist 
collegiate  minister  at  McNeese  State  University,  Lake  Charles,  La.,  led  the  seminar,  'The 
Gospel  at  the  Movies." 

Stories  and  popular  forms  of  entertainment  have  always  been  used  to  witness,  he 
said,  while  also  noting  that  Jesus  repeatedly  used  stories  in  his  ministry  to  communi¬ 
cate  God's  message  in  ways  his  audiences  could  easily  understand,  such  as  the  parables 
of  the  Prodigal  Son  and  the  Good  Samaritan.  Quoting  Acts  17,  he  said  the  Apostle  Paul 
used  the  idols  the  Greeks  worshiped  as  a  starting  point  in  presenting  the  gospel.  He 
pointed  out  that  the  Greeks  had  a  temple  "to  an  unknown  god"  and  from  there 
explained  the  identity  of  the  one  true  Goef. 

"Movies  can  become  an  incredible  bridge  if  you  allow  them  to,"  Nash  said.  "The 
Holy  Spirit  uses  things  you  wouldn't  imagine  to  pierce  people's  hearts."  He  said  themes 
such  as  faith,  sacrifice,  love,  and  a  search  for  meaning  often  are  woven  into  movies.  The 
film,  "Contact,"  heavily  reflects  the  theme  of  faith  while  "Saving  Private  Ryan"  address¬ 
es  sacrifice. 

Movies  such  as  these  can  be  used  to  begin  conversations  that  can  lead  to  discussions 
of  the  gospel,  Nash  said.  "You're  appealing  to  what's  already  gone  past  their  defenses." 

Nasn  said  movies  strongly  influence  people's  worldviews  m  today's  society.  They  play 
on  emotions  and  messages  are  communicated,  even  though  the  viewer  may  not  be  con¬ 
scious  of  it.  All  people  everywhere  have  four  questions  in  common,  Nash  said,  and  a  per¬ 
son's  worldview  is  determined  by  how  they  attempt  to  answer  them.  The  questions  are:
